NEWSPAPER APPRECIATION 


The following editorial written by Kent Cooper, 


general manager of the Associated Press, of which 
The Times-Mirror and nearly eighty other leading 
Pennsylvania newspapers are members, states clearly 
the aims and methods back of the news-gathering 
effort from which e\ ery reader of this newspaper 
benefits. It appeared originally in Editor and Pub- 
lisher magazine, and is particularly timely since this 
paper, in common with all others in the nation, is 
observing National Newspaper Week: 


The 1,400 member papers composing the Asso- 


ciated Press take pride in what they have done to 
maintain the impartiality of news. A natural ques- 
tion might follow as to what principle guides the AP 
staff in fulfilling this responsibility. 


Each employe might put it in different words, 


but in essence the rule would be the same as that 
so well stated by the AP's first Washington corre- 
spondent shortly after the organization was founded 
in 1848. He was Lawrence Gobright and he said: 


"My business is to communicate facts; my in- 


structions do not allow me to make any ^comment upon 
the facts which I communicate. My dispatches are 
sent to papers of all manner of politics, and the edi- 
tors say they are able to make their own comments 
upon the facts which are sent them. 
T therefore 


confine myself to what I consider legitimate news. 
I do not act as a politician belonging to any school, but 
try to be truthful and impartial. My dispatches are 
merely dry matters of fact and detail. Some special 
correspondents may write to suit the temper of then- 
organs. 
Although I tiy to write without regard to 


men or politics. I do not always escape censure." 


The official adoption of that attitude toward 


news by the original American news gathering asso- 
ciation almost one hundred years ago perhaps did 
more than any other thing to encourage the develop- 
ment of the gathering, distribution and printing of 
news with some regard for preservation of the consti- 
tution's ideal. 


That is not to say the struggle of objective news 


men to maintain a right to the privileges phrased in 
the bill of rights did not encounter serious obstacles 
many times after Gobright stated a creed. 
Self 


seeking groups, both within and without the field of 
news, more times than one endangered the future 
of press freedom by their selfish, unwarranted as- 


•> sumption of dictatorial or high-handed power. These 


abuses were at their worst in the last 19th century 
when the country was m the midst of notable ex- 
pansion. 
That period marked the beginning of the 


fantastic w ar of corporate trusts and control of the 
press through control of the new s it printed present- 
ed a great opportunity for pru ate gain which, at the 
same time, constituted a direct abuse of the "free- 
dom of the press'' prhilegc. 


The machinery of dominant news gathering of 


that day came under the control of a trust controlled 
by financiers, and it was not until 1893 that news 
gathering, distribution 
and publication generally 


emerged as a self-respecting public -er\ice. 
This 


emergence came about through the evolution of the 
Associated Press of that day into a non-profit, cooper- 
ative enterprise, making no profits, declaring no divid- 
ends and dedicated to the unalterable principle of 
truth in news. 


This modern organization became the yardstick 


by which any individual or organization would meas- 
ure the truth, accuracy and impartiality of any news 
gathering enterprise. The news agencies which were 
later formed and the press as a whole followed the 
example set by the co-operathe news association. 
Consequently it can be said as a fact, and with no 
thought of prejudice in fa\or of any indhiduaJ, or- 
ganization or group, that we enjoy what w e have 
today because the press, both individually and collec- 
tively, has worked to 'earn and to maintain th" priv- 
ileges it was gi\en under the constitution.

SAN JUAN, P. H. — It doesn't 


take you very long to learn 


that life in this city has all the 
variety and color of a Spanish 
shawl Its symbols are rosaries, 
cock fights, lotteries, sugar, and 
rum. Its speech is bi-lmgual; its 
philosophy European. 


When you lean against a gun 


emplacement in time-pitted El 
Morro you are standing in 16th 
century Spain. When a water- 
front "juvenile edges out of a 
crowd and pleads -'Centavos. Am- 
igo." what he hopes you will give 
him is a Buffalo nickel. Or a Lin- 
coln penny. The natives in Puerto 
Rica think all turistas are rich. 
A young girl can fashion no more 
romantic a dream than that of 
marrying an American husband. 


The young girls in San Juan 


have uniformly pretty faces, but 
their figures are not always at- 
tractive. So many of them possess 
little pot-tummies. This I am told 
is the penalty of an almost daily 
diet of rice and beans, a popular 
dish in Puerta Rica. Girls from 
th° inland or mountain districts of 
the island are more stately in 
bearing. From 
earlv childhood 


they are taught to walk with bun- 
dles and baskets on their heads. 
This gives them a sense of queen- 
liness not known to their coastal 
sister1;.

The most delicious desert I have 


ever tasted is Coco Die, as served 
at the Condado. It is made of co- 
conut, but in no sense does it re- 
semble our own coconut pie at 
home. In taste it may be described 
only as something clear out of this 
world. I have dropped a little 
note of congratulations to the 
chef, and I hope he honors me 
with the receipt. 


You see lobster on most of the 


menus, but the tropic lobsters are 
soft and mushy, and are not to be 
compared with those from colder 
New England waters. Beef here 
is high, and sometimes you pay 80 
cents a pound for chicken. But 
the fruit is abundant and unparal- 
leled in quality. Today I saw a 
pineapple as large as a small 
child. My waiter called it a sugar- ; 
fruit. When sliced and frozen it j 
dissolves in your moath.
